president; Col. J. II. French, and 
Thomas Dana, directors of- the Mave- 
rick national bank, were arrested by 
United States marshals last night. 
The former was arrested at his sum- 
mer residence at Cohassett, and the 
two directors were arrested at their 
residences In this -city. Tho warrants 
upon which the arrests were made 
charge "tho embezzlement and misap- 
propriation of funds of the Maverick 
national bank." 


It is understood that the am ounts in- 


volved in the charge will reach 81,500,- 
000 in the case of Mr. Potter, £600,000 
in that of Mr. French and $300,000 in 
that of Mr. Dana 


The men were brought before United 


States Commissioner Hallett, who fixed 
bail in Dana's cuse at $75,000, which 
was furnished. Potter's bail was placed 
at 8)50,000, and French's at $100,000. 
These gentlemen made no attempt to 
procure bondsmen last night. 


Gov. 
Buchanan Determined to BuppreBB 
tha Rloteri. 


CHATTANOOBA, Tenn., Nov. 3.—Gov. 


Buchanan passed through the oity yes- 
terday, eu route for Knoxville from 
Nashville, whither he had gone to con- 
sult with Attorney-General Pickle and 
where he issued his proclamation.

Light Upon Transactions Which Led to 


the Suspension of the Maverick Na- 


tional Bank of Boston—President 


and Direc'.ors Arrested. 


BOSTON, Nov. 8.—The following is 


printed by the Boston News bureau: 


The friends of Irving A. Evans de- 


clare that he ottered up his life as a 
tribute to friendship. He was worth 
$800,000 one year ago, and gave all this 
and more to save his friends. Checks 
were 'sited by him between New York 
ana Boston and he had enormous arbi- 
trage transactions in both exchanges to 
make clearings between the two cities 
and assist the Maverick bank to meet 
one draft with another. 
When this 


strain could no longer be borne, he 
overdrew his account at the bank to 
make his own clients individually 
square, destroyed all evidence impli- 
cating any other parties and, declining 
to return to the city to effect a settle 
meat upon his own account at tho 
bank, he put himself out of the n-orld 
to save Mr. Potter and the bank. His 
dying words to his wife were: 
"Don't 


blame me." 


When his body was cold, his hand 


was found bare of the handsome gold 
ring, which he hud worn for a long 
tlmo, a gilt from Mr. Potter, lie had 
taken it off the duy previous to his 
death and throwing it carcles&ly in his 
hand, remarked to his aunt: "This 
means nothing to me now, for I have 
no longer any friends." 


Upou Mr Evans' books are five joint 


accounts. Joint account No. !3, is what 
Mr. Kvans termed to his associates and 
confidential friends "the big account," 
It is this account that is WOO,000 under 
water. There is no evidence of one 
living man, we believe, that shows Mr. 
Potter was the partner upon this joint 
account. It has been assumed by the 
bookkeeper and Mr. Evans* partners 
that this account belonged 
to Mr. 


Evans and Mr. Potter jointly, but Mr. 
Potter's name is not upon the books, 
and Mr. Evans in his last letters ex- 
plained it explicitly. To different per- 
sons within a year Mr. Evans has said 
that Mr. Potter had no joint account 
and no transactions with him. 


Mr. Potter has been paid about $150,- 


000 OK profits of joint speculation with 
Mr. Evans, but Mr. Potter declarci 
that he has received no checkfi from 
Mr. Evans for eighteen months, nor 
has he, during this time, had any per- 
sonal account with Mr. Evans. All of 
Mr. Evans' great speculations during 
that period have, however, been con- 
ducted in the name of this joint ac- 
count, and it is declared by some peo- 
ple that the Maverick bank surplus 
•was fn reality the partner on this joint 
account. 


It was understood by Mr. Evans' 


family, previous to his suicide, that Mr. 
Evans was insolvent, and that he owed 
the Maverick bank 8000,000 and had up 
$800,000 nominal collateral, and It was 
a settlement with the bank that his 
brother had arranged the day before 
the fatal act 
It was represented to 


the bank that the house was only B35,- 
000 under water, and if the bank would 
take the collateral, Mr. Evans' father 
and brother would make the amount 
goo4 to the house and liquidate the 
creditors on the basis of 100 cents on 
the dollar. This settlement was exe- 
cuted a few days after Mr. Evans' 
death, and the bank directors voted to 
release Evans & Co. from all liability. 


It Is probable that the directors did 


not know the amount of the liability 
they were writing off. As tbe collater- 
als were -worth but little more than 
5100,000, the loss taken by the bank 
upon this account is about SOOO.OOO, but 
if the bank was otherwise good, this 
loss should only have reduced the sur- 
plus by 60 per cent. 


Mr. Potter says at the time of the 


settlement he was offered a release for 
any personal liability he might have 
with Evans & Co,, and he declined be- 
cause no such liability existed, nor had 
Mr. Evans any account upon which he 
was legally or morally responsible. 


Mr. Tobey, a partner of Evans & Co., 


admits that he never sent a statement 
to Mr, Potter of the account upon 
which he believes Mr.Potter was liable. 


Col. 
Albert A. Pope said last week 


that he had no evidence that Mr. Pot- 
ter was responsible for Mr. Evans' sui- 
cide, but ho believed it, and if the evi- 
dence was good the 
joint account 


would be collected if it took the roof 
off of, some institution. Asa P. Potter 
was -worth $7M>,000 a few years ago. 


A N&WSPAPICIt HAS RIGHTS. 


And One oi Them la to Publish the Var- 


dlcto and Judgments of Courts. 


GKAND EAriDS, Mich., Nev. 8.—In 


the case of Elizabeth K. Sherwood vs. 
the Chicago & West Michigan Kailroad 
Co., 
a decision has been handed down 


by the supreme court of Michigan, 
The newspapers published the fact 
that a verdict for 313,000 had been 
given in the first trial of,the case while 
tho scond trial was MI progress, and 
the counsel for tho defense moved to 
have the publishers committed for con- 
tempt. The court denied tho motion 
and the second trial ended in a verdict 
for the plaintiff for 315,000. 


The supreme court in it? decision af- 


firming the verdict of the lower court, 
holds that the newspapers have a right 
to publish verdicts and judgments ren- 
dered iu courts, and declares that no 
matter how prejudicial it may be to 
publish them ut the time of trial no 
violation of the law is committed iu so 
doing. The decision further states that 
the reading cif such information by 
jurors docs not render them incom- 
petent.

An article published m the New York 


<Sn» oullb attention to some taoUcon 
ceramg Eussia's past friendship tor the 
United States that ought to be ramem 
bored and often referred to by oar peo 
pie. It IB well remembered that Russia 
alone prevented Fiance and England 
from recognizing the BO called Oonfed 
eruoy daring onr late civil war, but aside 
from that it is also true tbut linsaui has 
interfered in behalf of the United Stolen 
several times before 


It was the influence of Bnssia that 


forced George III and hie Parliament 
to assent to the treaty of 1783 by which 
the independence of the colonies was 
recognized. It was the refusal of BUBBIO 
to bar American vessels out of her ports 
that brought the wrath of Iiapoleon 
upon that country which onlmmathed m 
the invasion of 1812. 
When war was im 


minent on aoconnt of the Trent affair 
and England wag preparing to send 
troops into contiguous and advantageous 
territory with the view of overawing 
this government or attacking it, her 
activity was checked by the sadden and 
unexpected appearance of Hussion fleets 
in the harbors of New York and Bun 
Francisco 
The same friendship dis 


played in the affair just mentioned won 
continued during the Rebellion, which 
was effectual, as before mentioned, in 
preventing France and England reoog 
nizing the Confederacy 


Russia la in position to again assist UF 


In case wa- is declared against Ohtli by 
the Unitou States it is almost certain 
that English interests there wonld cause 
her to interfere in behalf of Chili, Should 
she do this there is no doubt that Russia 
would again interfere m the interest of 
our government and force, England to 
keep her hands off 
Rusaias recent ulli 


auae with Trance wonld serve a good 
purpose to that end. In oase England 
should tarn her attention to the relief of 
Chili in the event of war with this conn 
try, the Turkish Empire wonld be almost 
sure to suffer from Russian encroach- 
ment, which would mean a greater loss to 
England than any possible loss she might 
sustain in Chili through oar attack upon 
that country 


The people of this country should feel 


gratefal to Russia for the favors she has 
extended to it in the hoar of peril 
We 


should not criticise her form of govern- 
ment too severely, for after all it may be 
the only form by which the different un- 
assimilating parts of that Empire can be 
held together 


Tennessee's Convicts at Large. 
The situation in Tennessee in relation 


to its convicts is most deplorable 
This 


result has grown out of its convict labor 
system, by which its convicts have been 
brought in competition with and m many 
cases misplacing free laboi 
An attempt 


woe not long since made to repeal the 
laws governing this obnoxious system, 
bat the legislature, specially called in 
extraordinary session for that purpose, 
refused through the influence of Calvin 
B. Brioe and other contractors of prison 
labor, to repeal the Inw 
Angered at 


this the free laborers from the mountains 
of that state have orgrnued and are now 
engaged in setting free these convicts 
employed at long distances from the 
penitentiary within stockades for safety 
The first delivery -was at Coal Creek and 
Brioeville, where 820 convicts were set 
free, Yesterday morning another stock 
nde was burned and 160 more convicts 
were turned loose upon the 
people. 


Other points are threatened and unless 
some compromise IB effected every con- 
viotn oat side of the pemtentury, in 
Tenneasee, 
will bo isleased 
by this 


organization of laboring men who pro- 
ceed on the theory that their rights have 
been assailed by the State.

THE CITY LEGISLATURE. 


First November Meeting of the 


council—HouWne Business. 


The fourteen aldermen from the seven 


wards in the city and Mayor Chambers 
were present at the regular meeting ot 
the council held last night. It was a 
quiet meeting, devoted exclusively to 
routine business, with only two side 
items to excite a little talk. Frank Bob- 
bins, the deputy, was at the elerk'a desk, 
and at hie side was Oity Attorney Mo- 
Donald to see that business went 
smoothly. The minutea were read and 
approved. 


Because of the alleged change of tbe 


natural water course by the paving of 
South Webster street, Edna Lindsay, 
through her attorney, J. J. Finn, com- 
plained of damage to the Lindsay prop- 
erty. The lady placed damages at £500 
and asked immediate payment, or pro- 
ceedings in court would begin witbin 30 
days. Referred to the street and alley 
committee. 


The Citizens' Electric Kailway company 


presented a bill for 869.10 for payment. 
It is money paid out by the company for 
water hauled to their power house while 
the 16-inoh water mam was being laid on 
North Broadway. While the work was 
in progress the company was deprived of 
the use of the works and had to haul 
water. It was suggested that the com- 
pany might be allowed a rebate on its 
water rate, and with that understanding 
the bill was laid aeide. 


The plat of the lots sold recently by 


tbe St. John's Episcopal church was 
approved. 


Superintendent Barnett reported 62,- 


000,000 gallons water pumped in October. 
Marshal Mason's report for October 
showed 72 arrests. The report of En- 
gineer Burgess on the completion of the 
sewer lateral in tbe alley between Mam 
and Church streets, the city's share being 
8213.92, was referred to the public im- 
provement committee. 


The bid of tbe H. Mueller company to 


build the sewer lateral in the alley be- 
tween William and Prairie streets from 
Broadway to Jackson, at 67 cents per 
foot, was accepted on the report of the 
committee. 


It was ordered that Contractors Demp- 


sey & Giblin be paid the city's portion of 
the expense of paving the three blocks 
on East Eldorado street. 


David Park, street superintendent, re- 


ported 81,874 50 expended in tbe depart- 
ments in October. Placed on file. 


City Treasurer Davis reported to Nov. 


1, a balance of $22,356.74 in tbe general 
fund. 


The committee reported the right of 


way for the extension of the Broadway 
and Jasper street sewers, 900 feet, and 
the papers were ordered placed on rec- 
ord. 


The licenses of 4d saloon keepers were 


renewed for three months,

Bids were received and read for the 


construction of a lateral sewer in the 
alley between Eldorado and North streets 
from Calhonn west to the Illinois Central 
railroad, George Geis, 46 cents per foot; 
A. F. Gephart & Co., 52 cents per foot; 
H. Mueller Plumbing and Heating com- 
pany, 46)<2 cents per foot. The contract 
was awarded to Geis. 


RESOLUTIONS. 


By Seeforth: That the special assess- 


ments levied against lot E in Smith &

A Hard Nut to Crook. 


Ex-Governor Dick Oglesby saya that 


Carter H. Harrison is tbe hardest man to 
deal with in a joint debate he ever met 
with. The two had several little round- 
ape at tbe time when both were candi- 
dates for the gubernatorial honor, and 
the reminiscences which Ogleeby relates 
are of an amusing character. One illus- 
trates with peculiar force Harrison's fer- 
tility of resource. At Decatnr they had 
a joint debate. It was Ogleaby'aold town 
and the feeling there was naturally in his 
favor. In the course of bis speech Ogles- 
by reverted with pride to the fact that a 
part of his life had been spent in tilling 
the Boil in that neighborhood, and he 
held np his hand to exhibit a soar there- 
on, tbe soar of tbe wound be received 
forty years before while stickling wheat. 
This delighted the farmers and there 
was great applause. But Harrison was 
not in the least disconcerted: he wasn't 
to be fezed by a little thing like that. 
When it came his turn to speak he com- 
plimented Oglesby upon bearing so hon- 
orable a soar upon his body: "yet," he 
went on to say, "I, too, carry aboot me 
these silent witnesses to a life of devo- 
tion to agriculture. It was not my for- 
tune, fellow-citizens, to live in this fertile 
beautiful section which your toils has 
made the garden spot of tbe continent. 
My lines were cast elsewhere—in a spot 
where nature was niggardly and the 
soil ungrateful. For years I labored to 
eke out a subsistence where the most 
bounteora crop would by you cultivators 
of this veritable liden be righteously re- 
garded as a failure. Poverty was the 
reward I reaped: yet ont of those years 
have I come with the proud conscious- 
ness that I wrought honestly, and I 
hold it above all other things, all other 
things, all other emoluments and honors 
that I was a farmer, it not a successful 
farmer. My body is covered with Bears 
of wounds won in that noble service. 
Yon smile incredulously? Then I will 
prove it to you." 


"Now," says Gov. Oglesby, narrating 


the circumstances to a group of friends 
at the Grand Pacific Hotel last week," 
what do yon suppose that crafty rap- 
scallion did? Why, be deliberately sat 
down on tbe plalforn, drew off a boot 
and stocking, and exhibited a long red 
mark on hid right foot which he declared 
wns the scar of a wound begot while 
hoeing potatoes in Maine in 1869. I 
should like to know what is to be done 
with a man cabable of such a 
mean 
trick as that."—Ex. 


THE honesty and courage of Maj. Mc- 


Kinley has not been better illustrated 
than by F. G. Neidringhans, the tin 
plato manufacturer and ex-congressman 
ot St. Louis, when in an interview he 
recently said: 


'The free trade press charged me with 


advocating the imposition of the in- 
creased tin-plate duties when I was in 
Congress. Tbe truth is, I did urge the 
increased tariff, bnt it was as B business 
man and a citizen, and not as a politic- 
ian. As a politician I strongly urged 
against the imposition of the high rates 
in the Ways and Means Committee con- 
ference, From' a political standpoint, 
I made a strong argument against it.

Let ue do 
right the first thing, even it tbe party 
does suffer at first, and then I acknowl- 
edged that I opposed the duty on tin 
plate, because the American people were 
not yet educated up to the point where 
they could eee the good the tariff would 
do."

Did the Aztecs Build It? 


While workmen were excavating for 


new gates jnst above tbe Maraeillee dam, 
eight miles eaat ot Ottawa, HI., they dia. 
covered a itone roadway. Some fifty feet 
of a well-made pavement ot slabs was 
uncovered, each stone being some twelve 
feet long, one to 3 feet wide, and over 
two inches in thiokaees, with a break 
bete and there filled in with cobblestones, 
which were also laid in regular oonras. 
The roadway so far as uncovered ia al- 
most perfect. It ia ot the uniform width 
of abont twelve feet, and ia laid upon a 
foundation of gravel and broken sand- 
stone. The depth at which it appears is 
from fonr to six feet. It is thought to 
have been built by the Aztecs or Tezeu- 
none, who were driven from this commu- 
nity by tbe Indians.
